The Canadians—men from all parts of the Dominion—have taken 
another hack at the German lines protecting Lens, the coal centre in 
the Department of Pas de Calais, and have been rewarded with a fur- 
ther encroachment on their objective. On a two mile front south of 
Lens, the Canadians, protected by effective curtain fire, stormed 
and captured German first line position before Avion and also the 
village of Leavette, half a mile from city limits of Lens. They de- 
feated in their onslaught many of the crack Prussian Guard and 
the Fifth Grenadier Guards, whose machine gun and rifle fire and 
the fact that the attacking force had to cut through wire entangle- 


ments, could not stay the Dominion troops. 


When the battle ended 


and the Canadians began the work of consolidating their newly won 
positions their line had been extended to within one mile of the cen- 
tre of Lens, the fall of which, under such tenacious assaults as have 


been made receutly, seemingly cannot be long delayed. 
Hun Position Critical, 

Reduced to necessity of fighting from the ruins of a burned city, their 
powerful trenches outside the town having been taken, the Germans’ position 
in Lens became extremely critical this afternoon with fresh British advances. 
The Germans blew up a bridge over the Souchez river leading to the city 
from the outskirts of Avion, now in full possession of the British.

Heavy Bombardments 


On the remainder of the front in 
France ther have been only bombard- 
ments between--the- French “and the 
Germans, In Belgium the Germans 
are carrying out heavy bombardments 
of French and Belgian positions at 
numerous points from the southward. 
In ettacks south of St. Georges the 
Jermans entered French trenches, but 
later were ejected from them suffering 
heavy casualties. Only minor opera- 
tions are in progress on the other 
fronts. In the Russian theatre the 
fighting is still spirited in Galicia. 

In the Austro-Italian zone infantry 
attacks have again ceased for the 
moment and only artillery duels are 
taking place. Patrol engagements 
and artillery duels continue to feature 
the fighting in Macedonia, 

Another Enemy 

Brazil is no longer a neutral in the 
world war and the German empire 
has another enemy arrayed against 
it Ilaving previously revoked its 
policy of uloofness, so far as it af- 
fected the hdstilities between the 
United States and Germany, Brazil 
as now come definitely into the open 
and announced that it can no” longer 
be considered neutral in the war be- 
tween the entente and Germany. Al- 
though no announcement has been 
vonchsafed whether the South Ameri- 
can republic will actually enter into 
hostilities by its revocation of neutral- 


ity, it definitely aligns itself more 
strougly on the side of the United 
States and the entente. 


British Line Advance 
LONDON, June 28.—Considerable 
further progress, in the course of 
which we have captured a number of 
prisoners, has been made by us dur- 


ing the day south of the Souchez 
river,’ said tonight's British head- 
quarters official report.

been advanced on a front of nearly 
two miles, Our troops have reached 
the outskirts of Avion, 

“Activity in the air continued yes- 
terday. One enemy airplane was 
brought down in the air fighting; two 
others were driven down out of con- 
trol, In addition two hostile machines 
were shot down and two others were 
driven down by fire from the ground. 
Four of our alrplanes are missing.” 

On the French Front 

PARIS, June 28.—-The official com- 
munication issued by the war office 
tonight reads: 

“Intermittent bombardment _ oc- 
curred in region of Hurtebise Mon- 
ument on Teton Height, Mont Blond 
and Carnillet,. The enemy . artillery 
was vigorously counter shelled by us 
along the whole front and particular- 
ly along the left bank of the Meuse, 
on the slopes of Mont des Roches, 
North of Jouy, a strong enemy patrol 
attempted a surprise attack and was 
repulsed, 

“A German airplane was brought 
down by one of our machines and fell 
in the Boils de Beaumarais, south of 
Craonne. The pilot, who was wound- 
ed, and an officer observer, unwound- 
ed, were taken prisoners. 

“The Germans continued to bom- 
bard Rheims, into which 1,200 shells 
were fired today, elght on the cathe- 
dral. 

“Belgian communteation: “In tHe 
night the enemy south of St, Georges 
sent an assaulting detachment against 
one of our posts, which it succeeded 
in penetrating, but was immediately 
ejected after a heavy fight, suffering 
heavy losses. The artillery fighting 
was very heavy along the whole front, 
particularly in the sector of Steen- 
straete 

“Bastern theatre, June 27: Intermit- 
tent and moderate artillery activity 
took place along the whole front.” 

Portuguese Cheer 

LISBON, June 28.--A wave of tre- 
mendous enthusiasm swept over par- 
liament today when formal announce: 
ment was made that a battalion of 
Portuguese troops ‘somewhere on the 
fighting line in France,” had des- 
troyed a German patrol and taken a 
number of prisoners,

The 
returning officer declares that with 
ten polls to hear from Beaudreau, Lib- 
eral, has a lead of 57, but Conserva- 
tives at Moose Jaw declare that the 
scrutineers'’ certificates from all polls 
gives Gallaugher, Conservative, a ma- 
jority of over 200, 

Final figures from Maple Creek 
show all polls in and according to re- 
turning officer, Wylie, has been de- 
feated by 387, a Liberal gain, 

Prospects are that 11 Conservatives 
will lose their deposits and several of 
the non-partisans,

EXPERTS PLAN 
DEVELOPMENT 
OF RESOURCES 


Negotiations Are In Progress 
Between The United States 
And Britain. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, June 28.—At the sug- 
gestion of the United States negotla- 
tions are in progress for further con- 
solidation of interests in America and 
Britain, Dr. Christopher Addison, 
minister of munitions, said today. 
The results of these negotiations, if 
successful, will be of enormous value 
in enabling the American government 
to place its great resources more ef- 
fectively at the disposal of the allies 
and in promoting economy. 

The munitions ministry, Dr. Addison 
continued, had an interest in nearly 
P0000" tons of shipment monthly. 
The submarine campaign, bad as it 
was, did not provide much comfort 
for the enemy when, for example, he 
knew that of the shell compote ship- 
ped from North America the  tota! 
loss since the commencement of unr2- 
stricted submarine warfare had been 
only 6.9 per cent of the amount 
shipped, 

Mr. Addison said that before the 
war the production of spelter in this 
country was only one-third of the na- 
tional requirements, but that he hop- 
ed the capacity would be doubled be- 
fore the end of the year. Some time 
ago steps were taken to obtain con- 
trol of the Wolfram ores of the empire 
with a view to regulating the stock of 
tungsten for production of steel. 

Arrangements were in hand, the 
minister continued, which increased 
the home production of aluminum by 
45 per cent, while a committee of ex- 
perts was considering development of 
copper and other mineral resources of 
the United Kingdom, 


WIRELESS IN 
OPERATION ON 
NORSE ISLE 


Discovery During Investigation Of 
German Espionage System 
In Norway. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

CHRISTIANIA, June 28,—In the tn- 
vestigation into the German espionage 
system a secret wireless station has 
been discovered on an island outside 
of Arendal, with a wide view of the 
sea. Suspicious characters have been 
arrested in various places in Norway 
and many of them have been sent 
across the border because they were 
unable to give a satisfactory explana- 
tion of their doings. 

In the Storthing, the government 
has been criticized for its lack of con- 
trol over foreigners who travel un- 
molested or work as laborers. The 
srow of the interned German auxiliary 
crulser Berlin at Trondhjem have been 
given a more liberal leave of absence 
than the Norwegian soldiers guarding 
them. One paper urges a diplomatic 
break if Germany does not make a 
satisfactory explanation of the bomb 
plot, disclosed by the urrest of Reuten- 
fels and others, and the seizure of 
large quantitles of explosives which 
had been brought from Germany to 
Norway, Many Norwegians in the 
small coast towns, who have been act- 
ing as German consuls or agents, have 
resigned, 

A dispatch from Vadsoe says that 
two Russian mall boats plying be 
tween Archangel and Vadsoe have 
been left undisturbed by the U boats 
and that Russians favoring a separate 
peace assert there is a secret agree- 
ment that no Russian vessel is to be

OTTAWA, June 28.—That organiz- 


ed labor might declare a general 
strike in the event of the govern- 
ment undertaking to enforce con- 


scription without consulting the peo- 
ple was the statement made in the 
commons tonight by A. Verville, Lib- 
eral-Labor member for Maisonneuve, 
Montreal. Organized labor had been 
ignored since the war began, he said, 
President Wilson had consulted labor 
in order to secure its co-operation. 
“Remember,” said Mr. Veérville, ‘I 
would not be guilty of endorsing a 
general strike. Perhaps few people 
know what it means. The _ govern- 
ment should consider what it would 
mean for itself, for the country and 
for our allies,” 

Mr. Mederic Martin, 
Montreal, who represents St, 
division in that city, predicted that 
the enforcement of the bill would 
bring about the end of confederation. 
“If you pass this bill,’ he said, “you 
enter the realm of civil war. You are 
deliberately provoking the people.” 

“Dr. Neely, of Humboldt, who re- 
sumed the debate in the afternoon, 
favored the principle of the bill, but 
suggested that another attempt should 
be made by the leaders to get togeth- 
er after the bill is passed. He assert- 
ed that there had been a failure to 
mobilize mational sentiment, but that 
this might yet be done. 

Support for the bill came from Dr. 
Dr. J. L. Chabot, Conservative-French- 
Canadian representative for Ottawa, 
and from W..Weichel, member for. 
North Waterlov, who is of German 
parentage. The referendum amend- 
ment was championed by Dr. Pa- 
quette of L'Islet, A. Bellmere, Mask- 
inonge (Conservatives), and William 
Power, Quebec East, (Liberal). 

It was thought Paquette and Bel- 
mere would support the six months’ 
hoist amendment. Their decision not 
to do so indicates that the Barrett 
amendment will receive very lttle 
support when the vote is taken.

ROME, June 28.—Umberto Pug- 
liere, naval engineer, has designed a 
new type of unsinkable cargo boat,

The Revista Maritima says the ves- 
sel has a displacement of 10,300 tons 
and can carry 5,800 tons of cargo. It 
has a double skin, the space between 
the inner and the outer hulls being 
filled with coal and other material to 
protect the ship from mine or torpedo.

FLOODS SWEEP 
TOWN THROUGH 
DAM BURSTING 


Section Of Oregon Being Devas- 
tated—People Fleeing From 
Rushing Water.

BAKER, Ore., June 28.—Reporte 
from Haines say the town of Rock 
Creek practically was awept away to- 


day when a fifty-foot dam at the 
flooded Killomacq Lake, 15 miles 
west of Haines, gave way. Residents 


of Haines, which is in the path of the 
flood, are reported hurrying for high 
ground, Almost every building in the 
town is said/to have been destroyed. 
Comunication with the flooded district 
has been cut off. It is not known 
whether there has been any loss of 
life. 

Along the entire path of the rush- 
ing water, people are fleeing, carrying 
with them what few belongings they 
were able to gather, according to re- 
ports reaching here. 

The district affected is considered 
one of the most productive grain and 
hay sections of Oregon. 

Killomacq Lake is located on the 
summit of the Elkhorn mountain 
range. When the dam gave way the 
waters cut a path 200 yards wide down 
the mountainside. The lake covers 
about thirty acres and is of natural 
formation.

war gave parliament and the public 
the keenest satisfaction. 

Dr. Addisun emphasized the enor- 
mous increase in home production of 
what ,previous to the war, had been 
obtained from abroad and said that af 
ter the war, as an instance, Great Brit- 
ain would find herself with her capac- 
ity for steel production increased by 
60 per cent. e 

One of the most welcome allusions 
wag to the fact that Great Britain 
would no longer be dependent upon 
Germany for potash supplies, Refer- 
ring to Germany's hope of being able 
after the war to hold Great Britain 
for ransom on this account Dr, Addi- 
gon said: “I see no objection to their 
knowing that In these respects they 
will be disappointed. A _ process has 
been discovered by which great quan- 
tities of potash are obtainable, We 
shall be able to provide every ounce 
of potash required by the glass trade 
as well as very largely meet the needs 
of agricultur

OTTAWA, June 28.—In_ an initial 
statement issued tonight, Hon. W. J. 
Hanna, the recently appointed Domin- 
'ion food controller, gutlines the situas 
_ tion within the empire and Canada in 
| regard to food supplies and deals with 
'the necessities of the allies. He de- 
clared that the adoption of a war 
menu is a national duty if the country 
is to do its share in the provision of 
food essential to the successful prose- 


cution of the war. He asserts that 
there must be immediate voluntary ac- 
tion to curtail table excesses, Mr. 


Hanna makes the important statement 
that the crop of storeable foods of 
this continent may be entirely inade- 
quate to meet the demands, unless the 
whole people determine to do every- 
thing in their power to inake up the 
shortage. The statement in full is as 
follows: 
Outstanding Fact. 

“Thé outstanding fact of the food 
situation, which it is imperative that 
every citizen of Canada should realize 
at once, is that Great Britain, France, 
Italy, Belgium and their European al- 
lies are wholly unable to supply the 
allied armies at the front and on the 
way. For nearly three years their 
man-power has been engaged in the 
direct work of war and in some cases 
large areas of their most productive 
lands have been overrun by the ene- 
my. Their food shortage and the food 
to supply the armies of Canada and 
the United States must be wholly pro- 
vided from this side of the Atlantic, 
The supply must also be sufficient to 
cover losses at sea. Australia, New 
Zealand, the Argentine Republic and 
other countries are not now available 
to relieve the situation because of 
their remoteness and the shortage of 
tonnage. 

Threatened Shortage. 

“The crop of storeable foods grown 
in Canada and the United States eult- 
able for shipment overseas threatens 
to be entirely inadequate to meet the 
demand unless the whole people dete,- 
mine by every means in their power 
to make up the shortage. Every in- 
dividual is under a direct obligation 
to assist in rationing the allied forces, 
There must be national self-denial and 
national co-operation to provide the 
necessary supplies. 

“Time and investigation will be re- 
quired to determine the best means of 
assuring adequate rations for the Ca- 
nadian divisions and the allied na- 
tions and armies, But there are some 
measures that are so obviously right 
that we ask that they be adopted at 
onee and the men and women of the 
Dominion pledge themselves to thelr 
observance. ‘They include: 

“Maximum production, 

“The largest possible consumption 
of perishable foodstuffs in order to 
liberate the storeable foods for trans- 
portation. 

“The adoption of war menus 

“The prevention of. food waste 

“The utilization and organization 
of volunteer bodies to assist the food 
controller in increasing and conserv- 
ing the food supplies. 

Perishable Foods. 


“The restriction of ocean tonnage 


makes increased production and con- 
sumption of perishable foodstuffs at 
home imperative if the more easliy 
transported commodities are to be re- 
leased for export. The food problem 
of the Dominion is not measured by 
the domestic market, but by the needs 
of the allied armies and nations, They 
require tremendous supplies of wheat,, 


meats, fish, cheese, beans, canned and: 


evaporated foods and other commodi- 
ties, They cannot be rationed unless 
the Dominion saves such foodstuffs 
for export. Additional production of 
perisfable produce will be necessary 
to fill domestic wants. These can be 
met and waste prevented by national 
consumption of perishable foodstuffs. 
Fruits and vegetables in their season 
should be the country’s foods to the 
greatest possible extent. 
Food Being Wasted. 


“Food is being wasted in the stores, 
hotels, restaurants, clubs and homes of 
the Dominion, It ia the duty of every 
citizen dealing in or preparing and 
serving food to adopt measures whieh 
will eliminate waste entirely, 

“The adoption of war menus is a na« 
tional duty if the country is to do its 
share in the provision of food essen- 
tial to the successful prosecution of 
the war. There must be immediate 
voluntary action to curtail table ex- 
cesses, The soldier lives simply. He 
is not given a choice of many dishes 
and delicacies, 

“The efforts of the dominion and 
provincial departments of agriculture, 
other governmental organizations and 
the voluntary associgtions already at 
work are greatly appreciated, Their 
further assistance is earnestly invited, 
All organized bodies and every 
zen should gtudy means of conserving 
the. non-perishable foods. 
equal need for increased production of 
perishable products. Where the worl 
of oraganizations has not already been 
done, we suggest that the mayors 
and reevecs of urban communities 
take action at once, so that all avail- 
able labor in the municipalities may be 
put at the service of those who need 
it, preference being given in every in- 
stance to those whose sons or hus- 
bands have gone to the front. There 
are many men in towne and villages 
who have had farm experience whose 
services will be of great value in this 
connection, 


Realization Imperative. 

Public realization of the true food 
positon is imperative. We make an 
earnest appeal to the churches of the 
dominion to lay the facts and the 
needs of the situation strongly before 
their congregations, 

“The soldiers at the front expect 
the men and women of Canada to do 
their share in providing the necessary 
food, They must not be disappointed. 
They will not be disappointed unlesa 
they are betrayed by the people at 
home, Any self-deniel practised in 
the homes of the dominion wiil be in- 
significant in comparison with that of 
the Canadian and allied armies or with 
the privations which millions of people 
in Belgium and Serb’'s continually euf- 
fer. Food conservation is essential to 
win the war.”

Elder-Dempster Steamer Addah

LONDON, June 28.-—-The  Elder- 
Dempster steamer Addah was torped- 
oed wtihout warning and sunk by a 
German submarine on June 15, The 
submarine fired on the captain's boat 
killing eight men. 

The submarine fired on the mas- 
ter’'s boat from a distance of between 
300 and 400 yards, The shot took the 
boat's stern completely off. Then the

with here this afternoon by Senator 
Landry of Quebec and Z. Mageau, 
Ontario M, P. P., in addresses at an 
open air celebration on old French 
lines of the Fete Champetre, in belat- 
ed observance of St. John Baptiste 
Day. 

Referring to conscription, Senator 
Landry briefly argued that as the life 
of parliament has expired it had no 
right to bring in such a bill as the 
present one. Any change in the mill- 
tia law empowering Canada to send 
men overseas as part of defense would 
need a change in the constitution, 
which could only be done through the 


imperigl house. If the people by 
referendum gave consent it could be 
done, “But if you give consent ta 


change the militia la wyou will be the 
instruments of your own fate,’ he 
said, 

Mr. Mageau, who spoke indignantly 
of French-Canadians in the Ontario 
legislature who would not support 
their race, said in referring to the 
compulsory service bill that he had 
offered in 1914 to raise an all French- 
Canadian battallon in Ontario, but his 
offer was twice refused by General 
Logie and Bir Sam Hughes. 

“We have decided that the French 
language shall live in the province ot 
Ontario, We have your good will, 
your work and your sacrifice to rely 
upon, and I can assure you that you 
have the heart and purse of the prov- 
ince of Quebec,” 

That was the decisive statement on 
bi-lingualism by Senator Landry, “We 
do not withdraw,” he went on, “in 
face of the order of the privy council, 
We are not hired nor are we siack- 
ers, We are going on to the end tr 
plead the case again and we shal! 
fight it egain.”

Davy Jones’ Birthday. 

Davy Jones, the veteran outfielder, who last played with the Tol- 
edo team of the American Association, will be thirty-seven years 
old tomorrow. He reached the height of his fame with the Chicago 
White Sox, whom he left during the 1913 season to go to Toledo, 
Jones was born at Cambria, Wis., June 30, 1880, and first attracted 
attention to his baseball ability when he was playing with the Dixon 
College team. After leaving college, in 1901, Davy joined the Rock- 
ford club of the Three-I league, and later in the same year was 
sold to the Milwaukee club of the American Association. The 
Brewers turned him over to the St. Louls Americans, but Davy 
jumped to the National league and from 1902 to 1904 played in the 
outfield for the Chicago Cubs. He made his first trip back to the 
minors in 1905, when he played fith Minneapolis. He was the star 
of the American Association that year and finished the season with 
a batting average of .346. His American league career began in 1906 
with Detroit, and he waa one of the stars of that team until he was 
sold to the White Sox in 1918. In his last year with the Tigers, Davy 
batted .294, which is pretty good for an old times, Detroit planned 
to send him to Kansas City, to close up a deal, but the refusal of 
Chicago to waive sent him to the White Sox. He didn’t stay with 
them long, however, for they sent him on to Toledo very soon 
after acquiring him. Davy Jones was the last of the five famous 
Joneses who a few years ago were among the American League 
stars, Fielder Jones, manager of the St, Louis Americans, was one 
of the famous clan. Charley Jones, Tom Jones and Bumpus Jones 
were the others,

some way of relieving the general bur- 
don, 

City and Bank 


commented very 
strongly on the poor figure cut by the 
city in the Imperial Bank being al- 
lowed to frame its policy, and he was 
supported by A. Neale, who sald that 
it was time they got together and 
placed the city on a solid basis, 

Secretary McKenzie called attention 
to the action of the board of trade 
in asking that something should be 
done to induce the provincial govern- 
ment to pay the city a percentage on 
the long distance telephone business 
that originated over the city system, 
and he suggested that the association 
should combine forces with the city 
council and the board of trade in this 
matter. It was a question that was 
taken up some time ago by the asso- 
ciation, and if carried through would 
result in a considerable sum .being se- 
cured for the city. In the collection 
of license fees, also, the city was not 
dealt with fairly by the government, 
while the school grant was not so 
large as that paid to other municipali- 
ties. 

Petition for Council 


During the discussion it was stated 
that a petition was in circulation in 
the city for presentation to the coun- 
cil asking that there should be a 
large reduction in the expenditure on 
the police and the streets department 
and on the public schools. 

L. T. Barclay alluded to the favor- 
able position that Edmonton stood in 
as owner of its public utilities, but 
said to his mind the street railway 
Was operated loosely and without vi- 
sion. More attention should be given 
to maintenance and less to the sinking 
fund. He recommended as one means 
of assisting to make the system pay 
that all lines to the outllying subdivi- 
sions should be cut off. 

Others who took part in the discus- 
sion were J. McDonald and A. Me- 
Sporran, who suggested that a general 
meeting of citizens should be called to 
consider taxation.

the arrangement of the registration 
stations had been most unsatisfactory. 


Taxation Proposals 

“We have reached the stage when it 
is not possible to get sufficient money 
from the land alone to run the city,” 
said Robert Lee, and, continuing, he 
remarked: ‘To get more money our 
assessment will have to be extended 
to include other things than land, 
It is no use finding fault with what 
has been done in the past. The point 
is to get @ line of policy to relieve the 
taxation,” 

Proceeding, the speaker said that 
there were two or three things which 
might help. On was the motion 
brought forward by Ald. Bellamy, 
which deserved more consideration 
than was given to it, that there should 
be a suspension of payments into the 
sinking fund for the period of five to 
ten years. He did mot think it would 
be possible for them to pay both 
interest and principal during the next 
ten years. Also the issuance of de- 
bentures at the end of the period to 
cover the amount of the debt. 

In another direction Mr. Lee point- 
ed out where relief might be given. 
The city had large holdings of land 
and buildings and the debenture is- 
sues on this property varied from fif- 
teen to forty years. If the money 
market was suitable, he believed that 
the debts on improvements of a per- 
manent nature, and the bridges over 
the méver might be included, might be 
consolidated and extended over a 
period of from forty to fifty years and 
débentures issued for the original 
amount. The money thus obtatned 
might be used to pay the short-term 
debentures on the loans on tax ar- 
rears, or the floating indebtednoss of 
the city, which he believed amounted 
to about five million dollars. He 
thought that these proposals if put 
into force would have some effect on 
taxation also, as it would make the 
future generations help to pay for 
improvements of a permanent nature 

Mr. Lee said that the same thing 
might be done by the school board in 
regard to the debentures on the schvol 
buildings, as he did not see why the 
debentures should be issued for 24 
years if the life of a building was 50 
years, 

Mr. Leo added that he considered it 
absolute nonsense to think of adding 
another $500,000 to the tax levy. {t 
meant that a good many who had 
been just managing to pay their taxes 
would not do so at all now. 

J, Prehard remarked that the only 
thing that seemed to get any consid- 
eration in the city were the claims of 
capital. He heard that those who 
held the natural gas franchise were 
coming to council asking for an ex- 
tension. Surely council would not 


give extensions for agreements signed 


since the war began. 


ZONE SYSTEM FOR 
STREET RAILWAY 
MAY BE ADOPTED 


This Seems to be the Most Likely 
Means of Outting Down 
Monthly Deficits 


Tt has been long recognized that 
there will have to be some change 
made in the working of the street 
railway system in order to reduce the 
deficit that monthly arrives. So far 


the introduction of the zone system, 
which means passengers paying for 
the distance travelled, and the cutting 
out of long unprofitable runs, seems 
to be the most feasible plan. The 
matter is under discussion by the 
commissioners and the street rail- 
way superintendent, and there will be 
a report on the subject, 

June 23rd, the day that the circus 
came to Edmonton, was one of those 
days when the street railway returned 
a surplus after all charges had been 
paid, The surplus was not a large 
one, but It demonstrates how very 
easily an increase in the population 
of the city would change the street 
rallway from a losing into a profitable 
city utility. 

On Saturday last 37,418 passengers 
were carried on the railway, and 34 
cars were in operation, The total re- 
ceipts amounted to $1,738.42, and 
there was a surplus on operation of 
$764.97, and a surplus after all charges 
had been met of $48.83. 

Superintendent Moir Is getting the 
rolling stock into shape for exhibition 
week, when he _ anticipates having 
about 70 cars available if required. 


NEW MAP OF CITY 
IS BADLY NEEDED 


Building Inspector Points Out 
Necessity of Having Street 
Numbers Set Out 


Now that the numbering question 
is being gone into, Building Inspector 
Mclvor points out to the commission- 
ers the necessity of having a map of 
the city prepared in which the street 
numbers would be fully and correctly 
shown. 

The building inspector had been 
asked if he could give the new number 
of River street which could not be as- 
certained from any existing record, 
The building inspector says that River 
street is 94th astreet-—-under the new 
system, but it is only one of many 
such instances where the correct num- 
ber is not given in any authority, 

There are two maps in use, prepar- 
ed when the system was introduced in 
1913, and neither is correct.

PUT OUT POISON 
FOR CAT; KILLED 
CHICKENS; FINED 


A. Gourley is Convicted on Charge 
and Given Fine of 
$10 


Speaking to the charge of  unlaw- 
fully killing a cat preferred againet 
Andrew Gourley, of 10121 104th 
street, in the police court Thursday 
monning, J. W. Heffernan, crown pro- 
secutor, stated the police have receiy- 
ed complaints of the poisoning of be- 
tween 100 and 150 dogs within the 
past two months, and sald this pols- 
oning must be stopped. 

According to his own testimony, 
Gourley purchased a quantity of 
strychnine for the purpose of poison- 
ing a cat he thought was stealing 
chickens from his yard. He placed five 
or six pieces of meat in his chicken 
yard, each containing a quantity of 
strychnine. A black and white cat, 
the property of Captain Edwards of 
No, 2 firehall, that was a pet of those 
employed there was poisoned with 
strychnine on or about June 8th, It 
was the death of this cat that Gourley 
was charged with. 

Captain Edwards, while on the wit- 
ness stand testified that he had lost a 
dog through poisoning and thereby a 
litter of pups was left motherless. He 
also stated that several other dogs in 
the locality had died about this time 

Gourley conducted his own defense 
and stated he placed the poisoned 
meat out in order to kill a grey ca 
he had seen around his premises, He 
was fined $10 and costs or fifteen days 
in jail. 

J. J. Wood and Jack Hays were 
fined $2 and $4 and costs respectively 
on charges of a breach of the motor 
vehicles act. 

The carge of murder that has been 
standing against Peter Caspary was 


formally withdrawn on the instruc- 
tions of the attorney-general's de- 
partment. Caspery is in Ponoka

TO CREATE DEPARTMENT OF 
PUBLIC HEALTH IN ALBERTA 


Say That Conditions Are Not Roceiving The Attention They Should 
Have—Popular Ignorance Held To Be*Responsible For Infant

A movement has been set on foot 
backed by the medical men and 
dentists of the city, for the creation of 
a separate department of public 
health tnder a‘ responsible head, 
with wide initiative and executive 
powers, under the provincial govern- 
ment, The proposal will be pushed 
energetically and its sponsors are 
confident of success. 


Problems Faco Province 
At a combined meeting of the Ed- 


monton Academy of Medicine and 
the Edmonton Dental Society, held at 
the Macdonald Hotel Wednesday eve- 
ning, Dr. Irvingy Bell read «a paper 


dealing with some of the problems 
facing the province in regard to pub- 
He health, in which he declared that 
the matter of public health in this 
province was not receiving the at 
tention it deserved and that Alberta 
compared favorably in this respect 
with some of the other provinces, Dr 
Bell advocated the carrying on of a 
vigorous educational campaign in 
the schools and press, saying that the 
ignorance of the public in regard to 
matters of health waa ono of the 
principal contributory cauges to our 
high infant mortality, 

Dr. Beil also mentioned the press- 
ing questions of tuberculosis and ven- 


ereal diseases and mentioned the 
beneficial influences to be derived 
from a good workabie public or 60- 


cial insurance bill, 
Dr, Hope's Scheme 


Dr. FE. G. Hope followed, suggesting

“That in the opinion of this meet- 
ing We deem the matter of publia 
health of the province of such press- 
ing importance that immediate steps

partment of public health, belleving, 
as we do, that only by the establish- 
ment of such a department can the 
urgent questions requiring attention 
be properly and adequately dealt 
with.”

Do these special conditions arise 
from the fact that the province of 
Quebec sends 27 supporters of the 
Borden Government to the House 
of Commons; that without this 
support the Government would 
have to go out of power; that al- 
most all of these supporters were 
elected on a policy opposed to the 
participation of Canada in Bri- 
tain’s wars; that their «support, 
which holds the Government in 
power, has been given ever since 
the war began on the condition 
that voluntary enlistment should 
not have fair opportunity in the 
province of Quebec, so that these 


supporters of the Government 
might not be discredited? Is 
this why, now that compulsory 


service is brought in, terms are 
made with the same support, and 
a bill is framed as publicly an- 
nounced by the Solicitor General 
that ‘‘will work more lightly on 
the province of Quebee than on 
any other province of Canada.’’ 

If military enthusiasm has 
failed in Canada under the utterly 
unwise and criminalty incapable 
administration of the present 
Government and conscription 
must be resorted to, the country 
is entitled to a measure that. will 
apportion the burden equally ac- 
cording to the ability—not the 
willingness—of the people to bear 
it. The province of Alberta is 
entitled to the same consideration 
as the provirice of Quebec. No 
more and no less. The decision 
as to who can claim exemption 
from military service is in the 
hands of a board of two, so ap- 
pointed as to be responsible to no 
one and under the direction of no 
one—so the Government claims. 
They give exemption to whom 
they will and refuse it as they 
please. Under such a system of 
selection it is natural that the tri- 
bunal will follow the avowed 
policy of the Government along 
the lines of least, resistance. In 
Alberta, where popular sentiment 
has been expressed in a maximum 
voluntary enlistment, those who 
should go, as judged by what 
their neighbors have done, will 
probably be made to go. In 
Quebec or in those parts of other 
provinces where public sentiment 
is opposed to conscription and 
where yoluntary enlistment has 
been light—the very localities 
where conscription should be 
effective—the selective tribunal 
may reasonably be expected to ex- 
ercise its power with due regard to 
the previously expressed  senti- 
ment and record of the locality. 
That is, it will—as it has the 
power to—exempt as liberally as 
it pleases. Because Alberta and 
the other western provinces have 
been willing to bear the burden 
under voluntary enlistment they 
will be compelled to continue to 
bear it under the conscription bill, 
while the eastern provinces—not 
alone Quebee—will escape as 
lightly as before. 

If equal service is intended, the 
bill should say so, and should con- 
tain the provisions that will en- 
sure it. The fact that not only 
does it not contain such provi- 
sions, but that the member of the 
Government who dyafted it in ex- 
plaining its provisions finds it 
necessary to announce that it is 
drawn with a view to specially 
favoring the province that has so 
far done least of all the provinces 
is absolute evidence that equal 
service is not intended.

The Apostle Peter was crucified at 
Rome tn the year 65 during the reign 
of Nero, on June 29, On the evening 
of this day St. Peter's church in Rome 
is brilliantly illuminated, 

On the same day, 390 years 
the Eternal City was sacked by 
hordes under Gensario, the Vandal 
The spoils of Jerusaiem, which had 
been reposing in Rome, were removed 
to Carthage, 

On June 29, 1502, Columbus arrived 
at Hispaniola on his fourth voyage. 

The Virginia plantations benefited 
by an event that took place in London 
on June 29, 1612. This was a lottery 
which was drawn in order to provide 
money for the colony, The profits 
amounted to nearly 300,000 pounds 
sterling. 

Henry Clay died on this date in 
1852. Having received a common 
school education, he began to Study 
law at the age of 19 and become one 
of the most distinguished orators of 
his day, He was twice candidate for 
president of the United States, but was 
defeated both times,

Margaret Beaufort, Countess of Rich-

Margaret Beautort was the daugh- 
ter and heiress of the Duke of Somer- 
set. Being very beautiful, she was 
at the early age of 15 eagerly sought 
in marriage by two persons of high 
rank. One was the son of the Duke of 
Suffolk, the other was Edmund, Earl 
of Richmond, half brother of the 
reigning monarch, Henry VI. Waver- 
ing between the two proposals, Mar- 
waret was advised to consult St. Nich- 
olas, patron saint of undecided maid- 
ens, Evidently St. Nicholas decided 
unon Edmund, for she married soon 
afterward, Edmund died soon after 
the birth of a son, who later became 
King Henry VII. Margaret married 
twice after the death of her first hus- 
band. First she married Humphrey 
Stafford, son of the Duke of Bucking- 
ham, and then Thomas Lord Stanley, 
subsequently Harl of Derby. We are 
not told whether she consulted 8st. 
Nicholas in the choice of her second 
and third husbands, Margaret found- 
ed several colleges and did other works 
of charity. She died on June 29, 1509 
at the age of 68, just after her grand- 
son, Henry III, ascended the throne,

Rienzi, Last of the Tribunes 


Rienzi, last of the Tribunes of 
Rome, on June 29, 1347, rose above 
the struggles of the nobles of the 


Eternal City, seized the chief power 
and expelled them in an effort to re- 
store the ancient liberties of the city. 
Luwlessness and disorder, which had 
been the order of the day, disappeared 
under his wise administration, whieh 
unfortunately, was overthrown after 
an existence of but seven months by @ 
counter revolution, Rienzi was the 
son ofan innkeeper, Despite his hum 

ble birth he early displayed a desire 
learning. The history of his own Rome 
interested him above all else. Al 
ready in his time the Eternal City had 
passed the zenith of its power ana 
Rienzi's dreams were of nothing bu 

the restoration of he glory of his na- 
ive city. He was eloquent on the su! 

ect and his enthusiasm kindled the 
flame in others. With saddened hea: 

he looked up the doings of the noble 

those who were supposed to be Rome's 
leaders, And then one morning 
Rome woke up and found that Rienzi 
was king. He called himself "Trib 

une,” but in reality was the absolute 
master of the Eternal City. Stephen 
Colonna, mightiest of the proud no 

bles of Rome, was absent when the re 

volt took place, Rienzi gave Rome ar 
excellent administration and the eliy 
was once more on the way toward oc- 
position. 


cupying its former proud 

But this gory was short lived. The 
nobility conspired against him and 
incited the Russian mob to tear its 


deliverer from the throne. On Octo- 
ber 8, 1864, the mob marched to the 
attack, Rienzi was sought out in his 
palace and laid low by a thrust with 
a dagger, going the way of the form- 
er Caesar. 
Anniversary of Thomas Dunn, 
lish Author of “Ben Bolt” 
In the middle of the nineteenth 


Eng- 


century “Sweet Alice Ben Bolt” held 
the hearts of millions of English 


speaking people. This widely known 
ballad first appeared in 1843 in’ the 
New York Mirror, then edited by Na- 
thaniel P. Willis. As a poem it is ex- 
tremely crude, and was regarded so 
by its autuor. The plaintive and mel- 
odious air, however, written for it by 
Nelson Knoass, gave to the words a 
setting that accounts for the enduring 
favor which the simple ballad has en- 
joyed both in England and the United 
States. Readers of Du Maurter's fa- 
mous novel, “Trilby,”’ will remember 
the effective way in which the song is 
introduced in that story, When the 
vogue of “Trilby” revived an interest 
in “Ben Bolt” most Englishmen sup- 
posed the ballad to have been of Brit- 
ish origin, and such was the bellef of 
Du Maurier himself. Thomas Dunn 
EXnglish, the author, was born June 
29, 1819, in Philadelphia. We prac- 
tlced medicine for some time and then 
studied law, which led him into poll- 


tics, He was a member of the New 
Jersey legislature during the Civi 
War and subsequently served = twi 


terms in the national house of repre 
sentatives, Throughout his life he 
was active as a writer and editor, but 
“Ben Bolt" is his most famous pro- 
duction. He died in 1902. 
The Juggernaut Festival 

The first attempt to suppress the 
fanatical and suicidal features of the 
Juggernaut car procession, or Rath 
Jattra, in India, was made sixty years 
ago today, when the Indian govern- 
ment suspended the state allowance 
to the temple of Juggernaut and pro- 
hibited the annual procession unless 
the car was adequately protected s: 
fanatics could not throw themselves 
beneath the wheels. For some years 
this order was obeyed, but in 1864 a 
number of pilgrims were crushed by 
the wheels and in 1878 a dozen fan- 
atics were “accidentally” killed, Since 
then the Juggernaut car has claimed 
no victims and the festival has declin- 
ed in importance. Juggernaut, or 
“lord of the world,” is an idol, and 
the main seat of his worship is at 
Puri, in Orisso. Juggernaut’s car, in 
which the idol is placed during the 
festival parade, is forty-four feet high, 
has sixteen wheels, each over six feet 
in diameter, and is so heavy as to in- 
stantly crush the life out of those who 
seek martyrdom beneath its wheels 
Formerly over a million pilgrims an- 
nually visited the god, and fora dis- 
tance of fifty miles the road over 
which the car passed was covered with 
mangled corpses of the fanatics,
